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The  Passion  for  Perfection 

Michael  Angelo  (1475-1564)  was  one  of  the  greatest  genii  of  history  —  a  famous  painter,  sculptor, 
architect,  and  poet.  One  of  his  patrons  was  a  prince  who  ordered  a  marble  bust  of  himself.  The  work 
proceeded  slowly.  After  making  a  niniibcr  of  weekly  visits  to  the  sculptor's  studio,  the  prince  expressed 
dissatisfaction  with  the  almost  impercejjtible  ]jrogress  that  was  being  made.  He  asked  what  had  been  done 
since  his  last  visit.  The  artist  pointed  to  certain  new  lines  and  refinements,  but  the  prince  exclaimed  they 
were  but  trifles.  Michael  .\ngelo  replied:  "Trifles  make  perfectio)) ,  hut  perfection  is  no  trifle."  His  pas- 
sion for  perfection  made  him  the  great  sciUptor  he  was  known  to  be. 

This  is  the  passion  we  advise  you  graduates  to  cultivate.  The  reason  is  not  that  it  may  bring  you 
fame,  but  rather  that  it  is  pleasing  to  God  and  the  way  to  greatest  usefulness  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Our  Lord  said  to  his  disciples:  "Ye  therefore  shall  be  perfect,  as  yoin-  heavenly  Father  is  perfect" 
(Matthew  5:48).  Paul  exclaims:  "Not  that  I  have  already  obtained,  or  am  already  made  perfect:  bin  f 
press  on,  if'  so  be  that  I  may  lay  hold  on  that  for  which  also  I  was  laid  hold  on  by  Christ  Jesus" 
(Philippians  3:12). 

Jesus  knew  and  Paul  knew  that  perfection  is  beyond  our  reach  in  this  life.  We  know  it  too.  The 
more  earnestly  we  strive  for  it,  the  more  clearly  we  shall  realize  oiu'  imperfections.  But  God  wants  us  to 
strive  for  what  is  far  beyond  the  possibility  of  attainment  knowing  that  the  higher  we  aim  the  higher  the 
mark  which  we  reach.  ISesides,  because  he  is  God  he  has  the  right  to  require  that  we  shall  aspire  to  that 
high  degree  of  excellence  for  which  he  made  man  in  his  own  image. 

We  should  cidtivate  the  passion  for  perfection  first  of  all  ^vith  reference  to  oiu"  personal  life  as  Christ- 
ians. What  we  are  will  always  be  even  more  important  in  the  eyes  of  God,  and  even  of  those  with  ^vhom 
we  live  and  labor,  than  what  we  do  as  our  life's  task.  Men  will  remember  oiu"  example  longer  than  our 
words  of  instruction,  exhortation,  or  consolation.  Our  first  diuy  in  life  is  to  strive  ceaselessly  to  become 
better  Christians.  We  shall  make  indifferent  headway  in  this  imless  we  aim  at  nothing  less  than  perfection. 
We  know  we  shall  fall  far  short  of  the  ideal  but  the  more  earnestly  we  strive  to  reach  that  goal  the  closer 
we  shall  approach  it.    "Aim  for  the  mountain-tops  and  you  will  reach  the  tree-tops." 

Michael  Angelo's  saying  is  a  worthy  motto  in  our  daily  work  as  weU  as  in  our  spiritual  life.  \Vhat- 
ever  is  worth  doing  is  worth  doing  well,  according  to  a  familiar  adage.  From  God's  point  of  view  there 
are  no  trifles  in  any  one's  life  or  work.  For  whatsoever  we  do,  says  Paul.  let  us  do  it  all  to  the  glory  of 
God.    Anything  that  can  glorify  God  cannot  be  insignificant. 

In  God's  marvelous  work  of  creation  there  are  no  trivial,  unimportant  things.  He  made  all  things, 
even  the  very  smallest,  in  accordance  with  the  standard  of  absolute  ]3erfection.  "And  God  saw  everything 
that  he  had  made,  and,  behold,  it  was  very  good."  Let  us  strive  to  be  imitators  of  God  by  doing  all  our 
work  to  the  very  best  of  om-  ability,  remembering  that  "trifles  makes  perfection  and  that  perfection  is 
no  trifle." 

It's  the  finishing  touches  that  make  a  thing  beautifid,  ^vhethcr  it  be  a  poem,  a  letter,  a  lesson,  or  only 
the  sewing  of  a  biuton  on  a  garment. 

There  are  loud  complaints  no^vadays  about  slovenly  work  in  factories,  offices,  and  other  places  of 
employment.  There  is  little  pride  of  workmanshiij  in  this  age  of  mass  production.  Emjalovers  complain 
bitterly  sometimes  about  the  poor  letters  -ivhich  clerks  often  ^vrite,  the  careless  ^vay  they  file  documents, 
or  their  inaccuracy  in  keeping  track  of  figiues  or  reading  proofs. 

Are  these  routine  matters  important?  Of  course.  Life  is  made  up  to  a  very  large  extent  of  little 
things.    If  we  do  not  try  to  do  them  \\ell,  little  of  ^vhat  we  do  \vill  be  well  done. 

Michael  Angelo  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  illustrious  men  in  all  history.  But  from  God's  point 
of  view  your  life  and  mine  may  be  just  as  fruitful  as  his.  He  was  chiseling  into  cold  marble  his  concejjtion 
of  the  prince  who  was  his  patron.  If  we  are  Christians  we  are  reproducing  in  our  life  and  work  the  iniaoe 
—  a  living  one  —  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  must  have  a  passion  for  perfection  if  we  would  ha\  e  Christ 
see  in  us  a  faint  reflection  of  himself. 

Let  us  remember  the  words  of  Patd:  "but  one  thing  I  do  ...  I  press  on  toward  the  goal  unto  the 
prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus"  (Philippians  3:13a,  14).  Remember  also  the  motto: 
"Trifles  make  perfection,  but  perfection  is  no  trifle."

In  Washington  D.C.,  we  have  the  world's  largest  library.  Called  the  Congres- 
sional Library,  it  takes  in  two  blocks,  and  covers  three  and  one-half  acres.  Its  volumes 
number  into  the  millions,  requiring  a  staff  of  fifteen  himdred  members  to  manage. 
When  one  thinks  of  such  a  vast  amount  of  books,  he  is  both  amazed  and  dimib- 
foiuided,  for  what  a  wealth  of  knowledge  and  information  must  be  stacked  upon 
those  shelves!  Yet,  most  of  these  books  will  be  forgotten  and  die  as  have  hosts  of 
volumes  written  centiu'ies  ago.  Just  as  the  forest  multiplies  its  leaves  each  year  only 
to  cast  them  down  in  the  fall  to  wither  and  die,  so  shall  the  words  of  man  last  but  for 
a  season.  And  yet,  we  have  a  Book  that  will  never  be  forgotten,  will  never  grow  old, 
will  never  die.  "The  grass  withereth,  and  the  flower  thereof  falleth  away:  but  the 
Word  of  the  Lord  endineth  forever." 

The  Word,  as  fresh  and  full  of  force  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles,  still 
breathes,  and  speaks,  and  conquers.  No  book  had  wrought  as  many  miracles  or  given 
such  life.  No  book  has  arrested  as  many  soiUs,  has  rebtiked  as  many  sinners,  has  com- 
forted as  many  sorrowing,  has  warmed  as  many  saints  as  the  Bible.  Pray  tell,  what 
other  volinne  has  done  as  much?  Trtily  this  Book  is  "alive",  vitally  alive,  from  the 
first  chapter  in  Genesis  to  the  last  verse  in  Revelation. 

There  are  people  who  say  the  Scriptures  should  be  put  on  the  shelf  with  all  the 
other  antiques,  because  it  was  written  for  a  generation  that  lived  two  thousand  years 
ago.  They  sneer  at  its  doctrines,  at  the  Apostles,  at  the  Christ,  and  call  it  a  relic  of 
an  age  that  has  long  passed  on.  So  they  say!  But  the  Word  is  so  mtich  alive  that  if 
it  were  ciu  into  a  thousand  pieces  and  thrown  to  the  four  winds,  or  scattered  over  the 
seven  seas,  each  piece  woiUd  germinate  and  bring  forth  the  Gospel  a  hundred  fold. 
If  it  were  cast  into  the  roaring  fire,  it  would  walk  throtigh  the  flame  unsinged  as  it 
has  done  time  and  time  again. 

Thus  it  is  with  the  Word  of  God:  it  liveth  and  abideth  forever,  and  in  every 
soil  and  imder  all  circtimstances  it  is  prepared  to  prove  its  own  life  by  the  energy 
with  which  it  grows  and  produces  fruit  to  the  glory  of  God.  How  vain,  and  how 
wicked,  are  all  attempts  to  kill  the  Word.  Those  who  attempt  the  crime,  will  be 
forever  beginning,  and  never  come  to  the  end.  While  God  liveth.  His  Word  shall 
live!  We  have  an  immortal  God,  therefore  an  immortal  Gospel,  incapable  of  being 
destroyed,  which  shall  live  and  shine  when  even  the  sun  has  burned  out  its  last  scant 
supply  of  oil,  and  time  shall  be  no  more.

Development  of  Expression 

The  couple  ol  days  bclore  the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year  are  very  lively  days  at  the 
dorm.  One  hears  many  joyous  exclamations,  hearty  greetings  and  welcomes.  These  are  mostly 
heard  among  the  upper  classmen.  Many  cjuestions  are  being  asked  and  answered,  everyone  is 
interested  in  knowing  what  the  next  ]jerson  has  done  during  the  summer,  and  what  she  has  seen. 

In  tile  niitlst  ol  this  ha]jpiness,  there  is  also  a  group  of  students  who  are  not  c[uite  so  noisy 
and  happy.  These  are  tlie  freshmen.  They  are  getting  accjuainted  one  with  another  in  a  quiet 
and  sweet  fashion.  Ihey  look  very  timid  and  almost  frightened.  They  look  at  the  jimiors  and 
seniors  and  wonder  whether  it  will  be  possible  that  next  year  they  too  w^ill  be  as  eager  and 
happy  to  meet  and  greet  their  classmates. 

As  for  now,  there  are  so  many  things  for  them  to  consider.  They  must  live  in  a  dorm  with 
twenty  other  girls,  most  likely  with  four  in  one  room.  "How  will  it  go?  What  kind  of  room- 
mates will  I  get?"    These  and  other  questions  prick  their  minds. 

Again,  they  have  heard  that  they  must  take  public  speaking  and  will  be  called  on  to  offer 
a  prayer  at  the  table  or  in  the  chapel.  "Why!  1  have  never  spoken  in  public,"  they  say.  "1  would 
not  dare  to  say  anything  while  others  are  looking  at  me!  I  have  never  offered  a  public  prayer. 
I  get  too  excited  when  f  have  to  do  it.  1  cannot  build  the  sentences  correctly  in  such  a  hurry." 
They  could  olfer  many  more  excuses,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  mercy. 

During  the  first  few  weeks,  the  iqjper  classmen  take  tinns  in  leading  table  devotions. 
Finally  the  freshmen  have  their  tiniis  also.  At  first  tliey  are  asked  in  advance  to  give  them  the 
opportunity  to  adjust  themselves  to  the  idea.  Some  of  them  do  really  tremble  the  first  time. 
Some  of  them  in  their  excitement  do  not  have  the  best  grammar,  and  after  one  or  two  sentences 
are  forced  to  end  the  prayer  abruptly.  They  might  be  a  bit  frustrated,  and  if  they  have  expected 
someone  to  snicker  or  laugh  about  it,  they  are  mistaken.  The  air  is  just  as  quiet  and  reverent 
as  if  a  most  beautifidly  expressed  prayer  was  offered.  We  all  realize  that  God  listens  to  the  heart 
and  not  to  the  mouth.  Of  comse,  we  should  use  the  best  language  at  our  disposal  when  we 
approach  the  Holy  One,  and  yet  we  are  so  gratefid  that  God  also  accepts  a  simple  but  humble 
prayer. 

When  their  turn  comes  again,  they  have  gained  some  confidence  and  are  more  collected. 
It  doesn't  take  long  before  they  do  lead  at  the  table  or  in  chapel  prayer  calmly,  antl  with  con- 
fidence, yet  aware  of  God's  greatness  and  their  own  smallness. 

So,  my  young  reader,  if  you  have  had  troidjle  with  such  fear  or  problems  or  have  been 
concerned  about  your  public  ex]3ression  or  prayer  life,  have  hojje  and  give  consideration  to  at- 
tending om-  school  for  at  least  a  year.    Much  can  be  and  is  being  done  with  God's  help. 

The  table  devotions  and  chapel  prayer  are  not  all.  Every  day  before  breakfast,  and  before 
retiring  at  night,  half  an  hoiu-  is  set  aside  for  private  devotions.  We  study  God's  Word  and 
connnunc  with  Him  through  prayer.  Some  of  the  freshnten  have  never  done  this  before  and 
do  not  kno^v  how  to  go  about  it.  .Some  of  them  cannot  see  how  a  person  can  pray  for  fifteen 
or  twenty  minutes.  But  after  a  short  time,  one  finds  out  that  this  is  not  even  enough  time.  Why 
such  a  change?  Because  we  grow  spiritually,  our  vision  broadens,  and  we  realize  the  great  need 
for  prayer. 

There  are  various  methods  of  studying  the  Bible,  such  as  book  by  book,  by  ^vay  of  sidjjects, 
or  by  use  of  devotional  books.  One  chooses  her  own  method.  If  help  in  this  is  desired,  it  can 
be  received  from  the  upper  classmen  or  faculty.  Whatever  way  one  studies  the  precious  Book, 
one  cannot  help  but  grow  and  expand  spiritually. 

Some  roommates  make  it  a  practice  to  have  devotions  together  once  a  week,  or  once  in  two 
weeks,  or  as  they  choose.  This  helps  in  learning  to  express  one's  self,  for  it  is  easier  to  do  so 
just  with  the  roommates  than  in  the  piesence  of  the  whole  grou]3.  Through  such  practice  they 
are  drawn  together  in  Christian  love,  and  they  are  given  special  grace  to  deal  kindly  with  one 
another  in  spite  of  various  differences. 

Much  more  could  be  written  about  it,  but  this  gives  an  insight  of  liow  we  live.  Come  and 
join  us  here.    You  will  certainly  be  blessed.    We  love  it  here  and  are  sure  that  you  will  too.

We  are  heirs,  not  most  of  all  of  a  worldly 
estate,  but  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  of  the  heavenly  mansion.  "Oh!  It  is  with  great 
joy  that  we  protect,  defend  and  guard  such  a  glorious  heritage.

What's  ne\\? 
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Why  I  Came  to  the  Reformed  Bible  Institute 

My  feelings  were  mingled  as  I  stepped  off  the  train  in  Gallup  that  day  in  March 
almost  three  years  ago.  Seeing  the  beautiful  Red  Rocks  and  the  sloping  hills,  I  was 
reminded  of  our  great  Creator  and  a  silent  prayer  went  up  from  my  heart  that  some- 
how, somewhere,  He  might  see  fit  to  use  even  me,  a  layworker,  who  was  the  greenest 
of  the  green. 

I  soon  felt  at  home  with  my  sister  to  meet  me  and  all  the  children  singing  in 
the  main  dining  room,  "'There's  a  Welcome  Here."  Even  though  I  was  away  from 
home  and  friends  for  the  first  time,  I  did  not  feel  lonely,  because  these  people  were 
a^vay  from  their  homes  too.  I  realized  too  as  never  before  that  our  God  is  an  omni- 
present God,  able  to  take  care  of  each  one  of  us  no  matter  -where  we  might  be. 

My  round  of  duties  soon  began  as  I  was  the  new  laundress.  I  never  saw  so  many 
dresses,  shirts,  levis,  sheets,  and  towels  in  my  life!  There  are  two  dormitories  at 
Rehoboth,  and  each  one  houses  approximately  sixty  students.  I  used  to  think  that 
my  Mom  had  a  lot  of  -washing  to  do;  btu  this  ^vas  really  something  different. 

It  also  was  my  privilege  to  relieve  the  two  matrons  of  the  dormitories  on  their 
day  off.  I  enjoyed  putting  the  little  children  to  bed,  singing  choruses  with  them,  and 
kneeling  to  pray,  thanking  God  for  the  many  blessings  received.  The  older  children 
wotild  not  always  be  so  willing  to  go  to  bed  on  time;  they  tried  to  do  just  one  more 
Arithmetic  problem  or  read  just  one  more  page  in  their  books.  In  the  morning, 
their  faces  were  not  always  cheery  and  bright  ^vhen  the  rising  bell  was  rung.  After 
devotions,  the  children  would  leave  for  their  respective  details;  some  to  set  the  tables 
in  the  dining  room,  to  peel  potatoes  in  the  kitchen,  to  gather  the  hospital  laundry, 
and  to  dust  the  furniture  and  s^veep  the  floors  in  the  dormitories.  Each  child  from 
perhaps  the  fointh  grade  throtigh  high  school  has  a  special  duty  for  which  he  is 
responsible. 

An  important  phase  of  mission  work  at  Rehoboth  is  the  hospital  where  the 
Indian  people  come  from  their  homes  on  the  reservation  to  receive  healing  for  their 
pain-racked  bodies.  While  they  are  recovering  from  their  sicknesses,  they  also  re- 
ceive healing  for  their  sin-sick  souls  by  means  of  tape  recordings  of  messages  and  by 
personal  testimonies  of  the  different  staff  members.  What  a  challenge  it  should  be 
then  to  live  our  lives  in  such  a  way  that  others  seeing  us  may  see  Christ  in  us!  What 
a  blessing  it  is  to  see  those  who  have  been  in  the  darkness  of  sin  for  so  long  come 
to  the  saving  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  as  their  Lord  and  Savior. 

After  I  had  been  at  Rehoboth  for  some  time,  I  began  to  realize  that  I  was  not 
capable  of  explaining  the  great  fimdamental  trtiths  to  these  yotmg  lives.  After  much 
prayer  and  planning,  I  felt  that  it  was  God's  will  that  I  should  go  to  the  Reformed 
Bible  Institute.  I  do  not  kno^v  just  what  the  ftutn^e  holds,  btu  I  am  satisfied  to  know 
that  He  holds  the  key.

"My  First  Taste  of  Personal  Work" 

"Good  afternoon!  I  represent  the  Back  To  God  Chapel  on  the  corner  and  am 
here  in  the  interest  of  yotu"  spiritual  life.  May  I  step  in  and  have  a  word  with  you?" 
With  this  we  began  our  first  taste  of  personal  contact  with  the  world. 

Many  and  varied  were  the  answers  to  the  simple  questions  that  were  asked  as 
to  the  spirittial  life  of  the  individual  or  home  we  entered.  Often  we  prayed  for  new 
cotu-age,  added  strength  and  more  wisdom  to  help  a  wandering  sotil  or  a  seeking 
sinner.  How  thankful  ^ve  were  for  the  privilege  of  testifying  of  the  love  and  com- 
passion of  our  Lord  and  King.  Happy  was  the  occasion  when  we  met  a  fellow  Christ- 
ian ^vho  also  believed  in  our  faithful  God,  but  how  our  heart  ached  for  the  elderly 
man  and  ^voman  who  had  stepped  do^vn  the  path^vay  of  life  together  and  were  now 
winding  their  ^vay  to^vard  the  gate^vay  of  death  only  to  look  forward  to  the  bleak 
unknown.  We,  who  can  yet  enjoy  life,  must  show  these  people  that  there  is  a  heaven 
and  a  hell.  We  must  teach  them  through  God's  Word  that  it  is  not  through  oiu"  good 
works  that  we  inherit  eternal  life,  btu  only  through  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  our 
Saviom-  may  ^ve  be  entitled  to  it.  Oh,  that  they  would  only  see  that  their  good  works 
are  as  filthy  rags  in  the  sight  of  God.  How  peaceful  and  happy  would  be  their  walk 
if  it  -were  in  the  pathway  of  God. 

We  greet  a  yoimg  mother  who  at  one  time  attended  a  church,  but  now  because 
of  the  opposition  of  her  husband  has  slipped  to  a  life  centered  on  her  family  and  its 
earthly  cares.  As  ■we  talk  to  her  ^ve  realize  she  is  searching  for  an  answer  to  her  daily 
needs,  biu  is  seeking  only  through  this  ^vorld's  means  of  social  activities  and  civic 
necessities.  What  a  joy  it  is  to  see  the  Spirit  -working  in  her  heart  as  we  read  from 
God's  Holy  Word  and,  in  the  quietness  of  prayer,  beseech  God  to  show  this  mother 
the  way  to  joy  and  peace  so  that  she  and  her  family  may  come  to  know  the  blessed- 
ness of  a  home  built  on  the  Rock,  Christ  Jesus. 

In  looking  back  at  some  of  these  first  contacts  of  personal  work  we  realize  how 
needy  the  harvest  is  for  ardent  ^vorkers.  How  easily  men  are  being  led  astray  by  false 
prophets.  Modernistic  ideas  of  self-attainment  and  ftUiu'e  perfections  have  full  sway 
in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  What  an  overpo^vering  grip  the  Devil  has  on  this  world. 
What  havoc  he  can  cause.  Here  we  must  stop  and  listen,  for  God's  Word  tells  us, 
"For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption;  btit  he  that  soweth 
to  the  Spirit  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  life  everlasting.  And  let  tis  not  be  weary  in  well 
doing:  for  in  dtie  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not."    Gal.  6:8,  9. 

We  then  have  a  great  challenge  before  tis.  Have  we  jtist  tasted  the  need  or  are 
we  eating  up  the  opportimity  to  witness?

This  course  is  also  based  on  the  book,  Bible  Survey 
and  covers  Part  III  and  IV.  It  includes  a  rapid  survey  of  the  books  of  the  Bible  and  acquaints  one  with 
the  most  famous  and  familiar  Bible  chapters  and  passages.    Fee  $5.00.    Same  textbook  as  above. 

The  Book  of  Revelation  .  .  .  Dr.  Hendriksen's  book.  More  Than  Conquerors  is  the  guide  in  this  study 
of  the  book  of  Revelation.    Fee  $5.00,  plus  $2.50  for  the  textbook. 

How  to  Teach  ...  A  course  for  Sunday  School  teachers  and  parents  dealing  with  a  study  of  children  and 
young  people.    The  textbook  is  Benson's  An  Introduction   To  Child  Study.    Fee  $5.00,  plus  textbook 

at  $2.00. 

The  Bible,  Book  By  Book  .  .  .  This  has  been  our  most  popular  course.  It  consists  of  twenty-four  lessons 
on  the  books  of  the  Old  Testament.  The  Bible  is  the  text.  Rev.  Walters  is  at  present  revising  the  course 
to  include  even  more  interesting  aspects  of  Bible  Introduction  study.  He  will  also  include  the  New 
Testament  in  the  revised  course. 

We  appreciate  the  faithfulness  of  our  Correspondence  School  students.  Many  of  them  have  been  with 
us  for  years  taking  one  course  after  another.  We  appreciate  also  their  testimony  that  the  courses  have 
been  helpful.

The  Secretarial  Course 


Two  years  ago  our  school  began  offering  secretarial  courses  for 
those  who  desire  to  serve  the  Lord's  cause  through  Christian  secretarial 
work  as  church  secretaries  and  other  positions  requiring  knowledge  of 
Scriptiue,  Bible  Doctrine,  and  Christian  service. 

This  past  year  the  full  list  of  secretarial  courses  was  offered.  Typing, 
Shorthand,  and  Business  English  were  taught  by  Mr.  Gerrit  I.  Buist; 
and  Bookkeeping  and  Office  Technic]iie  were  taught  by  Mr.  Jack 
Stoepker  (both  part-time  teachers)  .  Concerning  his  subjects,  Mr. 
Buist  writes: 

"Shorthand,  typing  and  Business  English  are  the  subjects  taught 
in  this  course  during  evening  classes.  The  first  two  are  valuable  skills 
that  can  be  mastered  only  by  persistent  application.  Through  neglect 
their  usefulness  may  quickly  be  lost.  But  constant,  painstaking  prac- 
tice has  its  rewards.  There  is  scarcely  any  greater  satisfaction  than 
that  derived  from  doing  our  daily  work  well. 

"Business  English  is,  of  course,  of  basic  importance.  It  aims  to 
teach  the  student  to  express  himself  simply,  directly  and  forcefidly  in 
business  writings.  WithoiU  a  knowledge  of  good  usage,  common  errors 
in  speech  and  writing  woidd  increase  and  oiu"  language  would  lose 
its  clarity.  The  use  of  the  "right  word"  is  necessary.  To  be  able  to 
say  what  we  mean  it  is  essential  that  our  meaning  be  clear.  Whenever 
good  words  are  put  to  a  bad  use,  ^vhether  purposely  or  through  igno- 
rance, harm  and  confusion  residt. 

"It  is  a  privilege  to  teach  at  the  R.  B.  I.,  and  to  note  the  progress 
made  by  the  students  through  diligent  application.  Above  all,  it  is 
gratifying  to  feel  that  the  work  of  Christian  missions  is  effectively 
being  advanced  by  the  training  afforded  by  this  school.  May  the  Lord 
continue  to  bless  it,  and  cause  it  to  be  a  blessing."
